 & prepoſe to thoſe of my Profeſſion, nor yet verſed 
inthe operative part, ſo far as to incourage them 
to become their own Pharmacopeans, at leaſt to 
know how ſo tobe. And this I have endeayou- 
red to doin as brief a v ethod as I could well 
compriſe ir. 1 queition nor their being already 
ſufficiently knowing in the Aſateria Medica and 
the Virtues aſcribed ro each Phylical Subjet now 
in uſe; the addition'of a true Experimental 
Knowledge , which Manual operations onely can 
give, will add PerfeRtion to their already laud. 
able acquirements, and Compleat them in their 
way, This I deliver not as my own (ingle opi- 
nion, but as preſlingly adviſed by moſt eminent 
both Antient and Moderne phyficians, of which 
ſee the Judicious and Learned Dr. Everard Man- 
Waring in his Praxis Medicorum Antiqua &
